nouncing her arrival there. It was 
at this point that the Dixmude was 
instructed by wireless to remain in 
the south because of a \iolent storm 
along the French coast. 


The message in_ question was sent 
at 11 p m. Friday, at which hour 
the dirigible -eras s'een ~ twelve miles 
from Uled Pellal. 33 miles from Bis- 
kra, which is about 125 miles south 
of the Mediterranean coast. The Dix- 
mude "was then proceeding south- 
ward.

If the airship continued ,to travel 
as a free balloon, without help from 
her motors, department officials ex- 
pressed the opinion that she might 
rover considerable distance, as it was 
estimated that she had twelve tons of 
water on board for ballast, without 
reckoning her motors and acces-, 
series.' It she has landed it is con- 
sidered "improbable that the landing 
could have been effected without ac- 
cident. 


Regarding the food on board the 
dirigible, it is slated now that in! 
addition to fresh meat and other 
perishable foods sufficient for three 
nays she carried an eight day supply 
of biscuits and an eleven day stock 
of preserved meat, together with 330 
gallons of water, a three day supply, 
and her twelve tons of water ba last.

Fire Call Ushers 


In Christmas Day 


At Hotel Burton 


Tho peucelul

of another 


Christmas Day was rudely shattered 
for fltty-onp guests and attaches In 
the Hotel Burton tit twenty minutes 
past four o'clock j. esterday morning 
when fire was discovered In tho build- 
ing. 
The damage actually done by 


nre in room No. 42C was slight, only 
the bed being consumed. ' It caused 
some little alarm, however, among 
the guests, brought out the entire 
city fire department and furnished a 
climax to -a spectacular dance at the 
Masonic Temple which had entered 
its final stages only a short while pre- 
viously. 


The fire -was discovered by Police

He ran to fire alarm box No. 


17 at the corner of Union and Main 
Streets and called out every available 
piece of fire fighting apparatus to the 
scene. Then Officer Kessler notified 
TV A. Patterson, night clerk of the 
hotel and within a few moments it 
was discovered that room 3STo. 426 
was well alight. 


Trfr. Patterson sViowed presence or 


mind .in abstaining fxom sounding a 
general house 'alarm. "Instead, he 
called H. M. Henkle, manager "of the 
hotel, and informed him that a small 
fire had broken out on the fourth 
floor, and asked for instructions. Just 
as the firemen arrived, Mr. Patterson 
was quietly calling every hotel guest 
"by telephone, informing each one 
that at fire -of small proportions had 
deveI5p.ed~jand urging each guest to 
be prepared t<£ leave the building and 
to collect their effects 
TCo such ac- 


tion, however, was necessary. Some 
of the guests assisted by members of 
the staff ran out a line of the house 
hose and played this stream on the 
fire. Firemen lifted the chemical 
hose from the Patton street engine by 
ropes to the fourth floor and within 
a little time had the fire under con- 
trol.

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AMENDED CHARTER PUT 


BEFORE CITY COUNCIL 


The city council held a called moet- 


init nhortly after noon today for tho 
purpose of receiving tho city charter 
as recently amended by the city char- 
ter commission which wa« appointed 
by the authority of the council. 
The 


letter of 
transrnlttal 
prepared by 


William P. Boatwrlght, chairman of 
the commission and signed by all the 
members save two, B. K. Graham and 
•f. B. Hamsey, who could not be found 
this morning to append their signa- 
tures, was read by the city auditor, 
whereupon Col. Carrington suggest- 
ed that a committee be appointed to 
go over the amended charter and to 
bring In a report after a lappe of 30 
d^ys which period the charter must 
lie over. 
This suggestion met with 


approval and Messrs. W. B. Gardner, 
L. B. Conway and F. W. Townes were 
appointed members of the committee. 
It is proposed to furnish copies of 
the charter as amended in order that 
oach member of tho council mar have 
;m opportunity to give it intpUigf-nt 
.study and vote with an actual l;n<n<. 1- 
odge of the changes which have been 
made. 
Mr. Boatwright's letter read to th* 


council recited in a general way the 
course adopted by the commi°sion. 
Jt also included a memorandum cC 
the charters which have been chang- 
ed and which is as follows: 


1. Chapter 2 is changed to embody 


the new form of government and to 
provide for the election of four coun- 
cilmen for a term of four-years and 
five for a ter mof two years, and after 
the end of two years all terms to be 
for four years. 


2. Section 4, Chapter 3, has been 


eliminated.

f handed to give the council power to 
fix the 
bonds of municipal 
officers 


without naming them. 


4. Section 8. Chapter 6, the city is 


given the power to own 1.000 acr^s 
of 'and in Pittsylvania county instead 
of 200 acres. 


:>. Section 11. Chapter G has been 


amended to conform with the general 
laws of "Virginia putting electricity in 
with gas and water. 


6. Section 12 improperly marked 


11). of Chapter 6, has been changed 
making the terms of office of the 
Superintendent of the "Water. Ga<= and 
Electric Departments four years in- 
stead of two. 


7. Chapter 7 has been re-written. 
5. Chapter 8 has been re-written 


making such changes as will be ap- 
parent from reading the new chap- 
ter 8.

amended legalizing a penalty on de- 
linquent taxes.

Mr. Boatwright's letter to the coun-

be overlooked or that the language 
employed would be subject to many

It is the observation of your com- 


mittee that CA'en where experts are 
employed to give their entire time for 
years codifying laws, etc., thereafter 
it requires many years to settle a great 
many disputed, questions that could 
not have 
been foreseen but 
which 


arise out of the exact meaning of the 
language employed. 


The present city charter of Danville 


is an old one and a great many of the 
phrases and sections have long since 
construed and settled finally, and no 
good could be accomplished by an at- 
tempt to re-enact the entire charter as 
a whole. 


Even if this charter were re-enacted 


a« a whole, wherever it was in con- 
flict with the Constitution or the gen- 
eral State laws, no good would have 
been accomplished, and it would be a 
source of continual controversy as to 
whether the charter was or was not 
in conflict •with these other laws. 


It is our opinion that the present 


city charter is as neany modern as 
can be reasonably obtained and that 
the city government can satisfactorily 
be conducted thereunder. While it 
may not be a model document in every 
respect, it is. in our opinion, substan- 
tially desirable as it at present exists."
